Mission  Reciprocity. 

Most  people  are  interested  in  missions 
of  one  kind  or  another,  because  in  its 
larger  sense  every  enterprise  pushed  out¬ 
side  of  its  present  limits  is  a  mission. 
However,  mission*  have  not  been  satis¬ 
factory  iu  foreign  fields  and  should  not 
be  expecteiLto  be  so,  as  mission  boards 
have  been  slow  to  adopt  modern  meth¬ 
ods.
